DR. MARTIN LUTHER 
KING last week paid tribute 
to Dr. W.E.B. DuBois rne 
full man: pioneer of the 
path to Freedom, father and 
maker of Negro history, . fighter 
for peace and brotherhood, Afro- 
American, scholar, writer, 
teacher, organizer and Commu- 
nist. 

Dr. King’s tribute climaxed a 
meeting last week at Carnegie 
Hall attended by a capacity audi 
ence of 3,000 to honor The Du- 
Bois Centennial Year. 

The gathering organized by 
Freedomways Magazine and sup- 



ported by an impressive list of 
national and international spon- 
sors inaugurated an “inte ma- 
tronal year” of celebration o; the 
ljoth anniversary of the 1 irth 
of Dr. DuBois. 

f DuBois died Aug. 27 1963, the 
day before the historic March 
on Washington, in Ghana at the 
age of 95. 

Perhaps the best tribute to 
the fighting scholar was ex- 
pressed in the character of the 
audience, itself. 

It was the largest gathering 
of black people at Carnegie Hall 
in years. 

It was a truly integrated audi- 
ence. i 

The attendance of black youth 
was especially outstanding. 

Fredomways office stated 
that more than 900 tickets were 
purchased in advance by Negro 
and Puerto Rican youth organ- 
izations. 

Hocks of tickets were bought 
by janti-Poverty and Headstart

Among the many nationwide 
and community organizations 
represented were the Student 
Non-Violent Coordinating Com- 
mittee, Committee for Racial 
Equality, Harlem Writers Guild 
and the NAACP, whose national 
office occupied a box. 

Among the unions which also 
took boxes were Disrict 65, Re- 
tail Wholesale and Department 
Store Union and Local 525, 
Teamster Union. 

A telegram of greetings from 
Mohammad Ah, world heavy- 
weight champion who was strip- 
ped of his title because of his 
opposition to the war in Viet- 
nam was loudly applauded. 

Among the many celebrities in 
the audience was Aram Kachu- 
turian, Soviet composer, now on 
tour in the U.S. He was warmly 
greeted as he took a bow. 

A provocative picketline by a 
small band of racist Wallace sup- 
porters was permitted by police 
at the entrance of Carnegie Hall. 

The racists taunted people as 
they approached the hall with 
shouts, “Down with King Up 
with Wallace” “Burn, Stokely 
burn” and “Hang Rap Brown." 

They carried placards, “Elect 
Wallace’', “Support your Police’! 
andJRrail Civil Rights Leaders.’) 
. Wpen this reporter noted the 
provocation and pointed out that 
police customarily prohibited 
picketing on the same side of the 
istreet of a meeting, he was curt- 


ly brushed aside by Sergeant 
Chiess, shield number 158, viho 
was in charge of the detail.

guarded by police. p

Dr. King received a standing 
ovation when he arrived to de- 
liver the Centennial Address. 

Dr. King stressed that Dr. Du- 
Bois devoted so much of his life 
to rescuing Negro history from 
the racist distortions which en- 
gulfed it because he “knew to 
lose one’s history is to lose one- 
self.” 

Du Bois well understood, King 
noted, that the myth of racial in- 
feriority was used by white rul- 
ing circles to justify their oppres- 
sion of black people. 

“If the black man was inferior 
he was not oppressed” and his 
inferior status only reflected his 
innate inferiority, according to 
his exploiters. King pointed j out. 

I He recalled that DuBoisJgave 
i the opportunities of enjoying 
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I a comfortable living up North 
' which- “the ruling circlas. wp»4d 
be only too glad to offer a highly 
educated black man who would 
forget his people. 

Instead, “he moved to the 
j South where a majority of Ne- 
groes then lived” to participate 
most effectively in the fight for 
freedom. 

King pointed out that DuBois 
has been “ignored by a patheti- 
cally ignorant America but not 
by history. History cannot ignore 
W.E.B. DuiBois.” 

j The correctness of King's com- 
i mentary on current U.S. dismis- 
| sal of DuBois was underscored 
I by the silence treatment ac- 
corded the Carnegie Hall cen- 
tennial celebration by the New 
I York commercial press.

Baldwin warned that the hy- 
steria whipped up by the gov- 
ernment and press against Car- 
michael and black militants 
would incite racist violence 
against them.

He said it was an “insult to

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James Baldwin Joins Top Dignitaries in 
I Support of Oakland's Black Panthers

OAKLAND, Calif. — Noted au- 
thor James Baldwin has joined 
the growing number of promi- 
nent individuals to support the 
struggle of this city’s Black Pan- 
ther Party for its existence in 
the face of recent intensified at- 
tacks against the militant group. 

IN ADDITION to Baldwin, Os- 
sie Davis, Oscar Lewis, Norman 
Mailer and Su- 
san Sontag sent 
a letter to the 
New York 
Times recently 
condemning the 
murder of Pan- 
ther Party 
treasurer Bob- 
by James Hut- 
ton “as yet 
another act of 
racism against 
persons who 
take a militant stand on the 
rights of Black people to deter- 
mine the conditions of their lives, 
and yet another effort to destroy 



this nation’s Black leadership. 

A group of faculty members at 
four Bay Area colleges have is- 
sued a statement demanding that 
“the California Attorney General 
immediately step in to determine 
which policeman fired the shots 
that killed Bobby Hutton, and to 
lodge murder charges against 
him, or them.” 

Immediately after the murder 
of Bobby James Hutton, 8,500 per- 
sons marched from* the Berke- 
ley campus of the University of 
California to the. Alameda County 
Courthouse in Oakland to protest 
the assassination and to demand 
that Black Panther leaders Huey

working on a play. According to this source, BALDWIN is yjj 
expected to return to Istahbul, Turkey, at the end of 
September 1967, following a visit to the Soviet Union.

BALDWIN advised that she and her husband 
maintain a permanent residence of Apartment B, 137 West 
71st Street, New York, New York; however, her husband 
is now in London while he completes work on his current 
book about MALCOLM X, deceased leader of the Organization 
of Afro-American Unity (OAAU).

Corporation. Columbia studios have an option on the 
work being performed by BALDWIN. As stated in the 1 
contract with WORTH in that if Columbia deems that 
BALDWIN'S treatment is acceptable, they will P r ? ce ® 
with the full screen script. If BALDWIN s treatment 
is not acceptable, another writer will be obtained. 

NY T-3 further advised that all negotiations 
have been made through subject's agent, ROBERT LANTZ, 

111 West 57th Street, New York. City. Informant stated 
he understood subject was then residing in Palm Sprin 0 s, 
California.

"Freedom ways-, " summer 1967 edition, contained 
an article on page 242 entitled ’’The War Crimes Tribunal” 
by JAMES BALDWIN . In this article' BALDWIN stated he was 
a member of Lord RUSSELL *s War Crimes Tribunal. He stated 
he had his reservations about Europeans condemning Americans 




for a war America inherited from Europe. The a rti|§^yjL * / 
continued in part : 

11 ut — The Tribunal, ideally , wishes to make the 
conscience of the world aware of the crimes being committed 
in Southeast Asia by the American government, in the name 
of the American people; and wishes to do this, not Only 
to bring the horror to an end, but to pull all of us back 
from the brink of total disaster.” 


” I speak as an American Negro. I challenge 

anyone alive to tell me why any black American should go 
into those jungles to kill people who are not white and wno 
have never done him any harm, in defense of a people who 
have made that foreign jungle, or any jungle anywhere in 
the world, a more desirable jungle than that in which he 
was born, and to which, supposing that he lives, he will 
inevitably return. I challenge anyone alive to convince 
me that a people who have not achieved anything resembling 
freedom in their own country are empowered, with bombs, to 
free another people whom they do not know at all^ w ^° 
rather resemble me -whom they do not know at all. 


11 1 want an answer: Xf I am to die, I have 

the right to know why. And the non-white .population 
of the world, who are most of the world, would also like 
to know. The American idea of freedom and, still more,, the 
way this freedom is imposed, have made America the most 
terrifying nation in the world. We have ^ _ ,

” The American endeavor in Vietnam is totally 

indefensible and totally doomed, and I wish to go, on 
record as having no part of it. When the black population 
of America has a future, so will America have a future— 
not till then. And when the black populations of the world . 
have a future, so will the Western nations have a future- 
and not till then. But the terrible probability is that 
the Western populations, struggling to hold on to what they 
have stolen from their captives,, and unable to look into 
their mirror will precipatate a chaos throughout the world 
which, if it does not bring life on this planet to an end, 
bring about a racial war such as the world has never 
seen, and for which generations yet unborn will curse our 
names forever . ” .. . 
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"Freedomways" is self-described as a 
quarterly review of the Negro freedom 
movement, * published by Freedomways 
Associates, Inc., 799 Broadway, New York, 
New York.

The article previously referred to as appearing 
in the Evening News" of London, England, stated in partT 
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11 - — He knew MalcoOmX (who was’ assassinated 
in New York two years ago) well. 'I was very fond, of 
him and I think he was very fond of me.

"'We always disagreed about dogma-the blue- 
eyed devils theory-but Malcolm had repudiated that him- 
self before he died. It's a tremendous life--a man 
born in unimaginable conditions who managed to educate 
himself in prison. 

"'He had the courage to go even farther than 
that and repudiate everything he had learned and start 
all over again. ' 

" He still hopes we can avoid the United 

States tragedy in coming to terms with racial questions 



"'One of the things I have observed around the 
world-and it's a bitter observation- is that many people 
wish to become more like .the Americans. From my point 
of view that would be an unmitigated disaster. 


"*I can see why, it looks very attractive from 
afar . But I know what ' s in the package . ' " 

On February 20, 1968, NY T-6 advised that subject 
was leaving Los Angeles, California, that date in order 
to speak at a rally for MALCOLM X to be held in New York 
City on February 21, 1968 T m 

On February 21, 1968, NY T -7 advised there was 
a meeting which was called a memorial meeting to the late 
MALCOLM X held at Intermediate School 201, j 127th Street and 
Madison Avenue, New York City. This meeting was sponsored 
by the Afro-American Students Association. Informant 
stated that there were approximately 700 people in attends 
ance and among the speakers was JAMES BALDWIN, who gave, a 
general tribute to MALCOLM X. An article concerning this 
meeting appeared in the "New York Times," February 22, 1968, 
on page 1. This article which was entitled "Negroes Urged 
At I. S. 201 To Arm For 'Self-Defense'," stated in part 
that .... "The 'Fourth Reich' label was put on the U. S. 
by Negro author James Baldwin, who said that this country 
'is built on the principles of slavery and genocide.'"
